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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

Claims 11-19, 21 and 23-28 are pending in the application. Receipt is acknowledged of 
applicant's response/amendment filed on June 11, 2003. Applicant's reasoning is persuasive with 
respect to the rejection of claims 11-19, 21 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). The rejection has 
been removed and Examiner regrets any inconvenience that this may have caused. Claims 1-10, 
20 and 22 have been canceled and claims 24-28 have been added. 

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Uno et al (US Pat No. 4,172,896) teach a process for the preparation of methane- 
sulfonamide derivatives and composition comprising the same. The instant process for preparing 
a salt of benzisoxazole methane sulfonic acid differs from the prior art which comprises the step 
of 1) sulfonating 1, 2 benzisoxazole-3- acetic acid using chlorosulfonic acid in a solvent mixture 
and 2) isolating the salt of benzisoxazole methane sulfonic acid. The prior art process neither 
teaches nor renders obvious the instant claimed invention and there is no suggestion or 
motivation to modify the process of other prior art to obtain the instant process. Therefore the 
instant claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
